TERRIBLE 


Powder and Cartriages Ignited in Raw- 


lings Bros- Eporting Goods Store. 

At 2:25 this afterndon a loud explosion was 
heard on Pine street, between Eighth 
and Ninth streets, and ip an 
instant the Street was filled with 
smoke. There was a rush of people to 
clear the street; and for an in- 
stant it was deserted. The first story 
was that a boiler in the Fagin building had 
exploded, but soon flames and smoke 
bursting from the lower story 
the Benton showed where the 
trouble lay. The sporting goods store of 
Rawlings Bros. occupies the east half of the 
lower floor of the Benton. A large amount of 
powder and a heavy stock of cartridges is 
kept in this store. Some of the stock was 
stored in the basement, and the rest in the 
rear part of the shop next to the alley 
which divides the Hotel Moser from the 
Benton. Insome mannera box of powder 
had caught fire and exploded 
with great force. The front windows were 
blown out and the street strewn 
with shattered glass, boxing gloves, 
broken shotguns and rifles 
foils, Indian clubs, and other sporting 
goods. 

A door is located in the rear, 
opening upon the alley. This was 
shivered, and from it a great column of 
smoke issued.

The force of the explosion was such that 
the large plate glass windows of 
Gaylord & Barclay, merchant tailors at 
820 Olive street was blown. out and broken 
into a thousand small pieces. 

The rear windows were partially 
blown out but beyond this no 
damage was done and no one in the store 
hurt.

Mayor Noonan Welcomes the Delegates 
to the City.

Judge E A. Armstrong Gives Some 
Interesting Informaticn About the 
Coming Display of Electricity at 
the Chicago World's Fair—Mr. A. 
D. Adams Reeds a Paper. on 
“Wrought vs. Cast Iron for Field 
Magnst Frames — The Arrivals on 
the Special Electric Train From 
Chicago. 


At about 10 o’clock delegates began to as- 
semble atthe Convention Hall in the Bell 
Telephone building,’ and at 10:45 President 
Ayer called the association to order. . The 
assembly-room was comfortably filled, and 
the gathering was dotted with ladies, who 
seemed fully as much interested in the pro- 
ceedings as the gentlemen. 

Mr. Ayer introduced Hon. E. A. Noonan, 
Mayor ofthe city. His honor said that it had 
been his privilege as Mayor to welcome many 
bodies to St. Louis representing the great 
forces of modern civilization, Dut at no time 
had he greater pleasure than on the present 
occasion, when he stood before those en- 
gaged in studying the most far-reaching 
force known to man—a force which like a 
gleam of light is illuminating all the actions 
of man—nay, is even transfiguring the every 
mechanicsm of man. Investigators who are 
adding to forces and powers’ heretofore 


unknown or very little understood 
and to bring them into the ser- 
vice of humanity. This force is 
electricity. How far and to what extent this 
force may be developed, to what far reaches 
it may carry us is a problem not even within 
the view of the wizards in your realm. 

The Mayor then said: Tou have gath- 
ered, gentlemen, in the greatest elec- 
trical city in the world. The claim 
may seem strange, for weare far from the 
East, where energy is supposed sto reside, 
and we live in a large valley where 
the Southern breeze is supposed to 
infect the people with a taint of leth- 
argy. Still, you will find here a city 
of 500,000 peo pie and where are located the 
greatest electrical plants in the world, and 
where we have most successfully harnessed 
that primeval force that was born when light 
was born and air was born. 
It gives me pleasure to 
remark, and I may be excused from boasting 
that it was my privilege three years ago to 
contribute in a most important way to this 
3 ee of things. ae Maree or of this

President Ayer introduced Mr. Robert

The Secretary then reada paper by A. D. 
Adams of Indianapolis, Ind., on Wrought 
Versus Cast Iron for Field Magnet Frames. 

MR. ADAMS’ PAPER 

Mr. Adams’ essay was a somewhat tech- 
nical discussion of ‘the bi-polar dynamo. 
He suggested a combination of the ar- 
mature and field magnet over the methods 
usually employed, his idea being that 
the feld magnet forms a mag- 
netic path of much less resistance than the 
air. ‘ihe same reasoning that leads to the 
ey! mh ete ofthe magnetic circuit through 
the field magnet seemsto indicate that the 
best metal for this purpose is that having the 
greatest magnetic carrying 1 and 
permeability per unit of area and cost 

The object ofthe paper was to point out 
some ofthe advantages of wrought-iron over 
cast-iron for the field magnet frames of bi- 
polar dynamos; and calculations were 
made to show why it should be so. 

Magnetic leakage is considerably inereased 
by the use of cast iron, as compared with 
wrought iron, by reason’ of the greater sur- 
face of the cast iron, also the much higher 
relative degree of saturation at which it is 
frequently used. 

When the field magnet is made partly of 
wrought iron, the increase of iron and copper 
is not so great and varies with the relative 
section of the cast and wrought iron parts. 

The advantages of wrought ifen over cast 
forthe fleld magnets of bi-polar dynamos 
seemto be more generally appreciated in 
England than with us, as nearly all the lead- 
ing makers of such machines there use 
forged wrought iron entirely for feld mag- 
net frames. 

As the relative magnetic value of wrought 
ane cast iron become more generally appre- 
ciated by dynamo buildersin this country, 
the former will, no doubt, be much more 
generally adopted. 


ELECTRICITY AT THE WORLD’S FAIR. 
Judge E. A. Armstrong of Camden, N. J., 
read the report of the Committee on 
World's Columbian: Fair.’’ The report 
begins with a statement of the electric light- 
ing at the Paris Exposition of 1882 and 1889 
nd of the Ez positions at New 
Orleans and Louisville, At Chicago 
the World's Columbian Exposition has 
placed contracts for 4,500 arc lights of 2,000 
nominal candle power, and have. placed con- 
tracts for about 80,000 incandescent 
lamps, and will have about 10,000 
more lamps as special exhibits. They 
have placed contracts for 2,900 horse- 
— of generators and will have 1,600 
orse power as donations. The contracts 
for electrical fountains require an installa- 
tion of 900 horse power capacity. The total 
aggregate of the _ electric installation 
amounts to 19,500 horse power. The ag- 
gregate of botier capacity is 18,000 horse 
power on the standard rating of thirty 
pounds of steam per horse power. With

NIKOLA TESLA. 


The Wigard of Electricity Interviewed 
While Hard at Work. 

Of all the experts in electricity called to- 
gether by this remarkable convention, 
Nikola Tesla is the one upon whom all eyes 
are now centered. He is the bright light of 
the constellation and the prophet of 


the electrical future, from whom 
revelations of the mysterious forces and 
properties of the agent which he says isto 
revolutionize commercial enterprises are 
expected. Mr. Tesla reached St. Louis last 
night, and was met in East St. Louis by W. 
H. Bryao, Thomas Ashburner aud A. C. Ein- 
stein of the Reception Committee of the 
St. Louis Electrical Exchange. From the 
Union Depot they accompanied him in a 
carriage to the Southern Hotel, 
where, since his arrival, he 
has been besieged by hundreds of people 
who were anxious to form the 
acquaintance of the man who 
could at one tim sustain 
more volts of electricity that would be used 
in New York to kill. 1,000 criminals. When 
the committeemen informed Mr. Tesla of the 
extent of the enthusiasm with which he 
was awaited he seemed very much surprised, 
This morning it was next toimpossible to 
get near him on account of the crowds that 
thronged about him, but he broke away from 
them all, and with Several ex- 
perts of the Municipal Electric Light & 
Power Co, repaired to the Exposition 
building and was soon engrossed with the 
preparation of his apparatus. A Post- 
DispaTcH reporter found him bending 
over a wheel laboriously picking the 
thread binding from between the wires that 
bristled from its circumference. The 
wizard, who makes electricity glow from 
his finger nails and at will produces 
a voltage heretofore undreamed of, was not 
disposed to take time to talk of what he pro- 
poses to do. have not one 
moment to spare, said he. **All 
my time, until after the lecture, will 
be taken up in preparing for it, and even 
then I shall not have enough.’ 

He was asked if he proposed to perform all 
the wonders of his Philadelphia lecture. 

„ hope todo a great deal more, he re- 

lied. But I cannot tell you what I ‘shall do. 

never have a& programme, and I have 
not even mapped out in my mind 
what the lecture and demonstrations shall 
be. 1 shall only prepare my apparatus 
and then go on the stage, 
ing upon he inspiration of the 
moment for results. IknoOw, though, that 1 
shallshow a great many things that will 
astonish some people and 1 hope my au- 
dience will be pleased. 

Mr. Tesla had dispensed with all assistance 
except that of a negro boy. Tou see, 
sald he, nobody can help me. I have to 
do all this myself.“ When the dinner 
hour arrived the boy wanted to excuse him- 
selfforanhour, but the magician, with 
some surprise that he should) want

said. Work. Tou never can accomplisn 
anything except by work. That is what 
brings results 

Mr Tesla was then asked if he were not 
with the Westinghouse Electric Manufactur- 
ing Co. of Pitssburg, and hejreplied that he 
was not in its employ. They have 
some of my patents, that's all. I work at 
my experiments through love of the science 
and for nothing else. 1 have taken out about 
150 patents, but all the scientific men do that. 
I really cannot now give the press anything 
of interest. think they had better wait 
until to- et ee — ht, when they can see 
the demonstrations for themselves. 

Mr. Tesla is a tall, 9 man, of youth ful

Crowds of Citizens Gatherad at «the 
‘ Oramps’ Yards end on the Delaware 
to See the Great Vessel Slide Down the 
Ways-—Dimensions and Armament of 
the Latest Addition tothe Navy—She 

Is Not Intended for Rur ning Away. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 28.—The great battle- 
ship Indiana was successfully launched at 
the ship-yard of the William Cramp & Sols 
Co. in the presence of thousands of persons, 
among them the President of the United 
States, the Secretary of the Navy, other 
members of the Cabinet and quite a large 
Gelegation of Congressmen, who arrived 
from Washington on a special train. 

As if anxious to get into her native element 
the huge coast-defense ship slid down the 
well greased rails, with rapidity and struck 
the smooth water of the Deleware River with 
a force that sent waves high into the air. 
Then she was towed back to the wharves and 


in about a year will be ready for service and 


turned over to the Government. 


In the early morning crowds began to 
gather around the works, and as the day ad- 
vanced the multitude increased. The anxiety 
of the gathering to catch a glimpse Of the 
President and other distinguished members 
of the visiting party from Washington was 
60 much greater than to see the launching 
that the entrance to the main office of the 
Cramps was blocked for hours before the ar- 
rival of the honored guests. The non- 
issuance of formal invitations, however, 


gave the thousands of sight-seers an oppor- 
tunity to be present at the launch and points 
of vantage were numerous. The rivér 
abounded with crafts of. every description 
and most every boat floated the national 
colors. The center of the ship yard pre- 
sented a scene of we ey Flags were flying 
from dozens of poles;the cruiser New York 
and cruiser No. 12, the Columbia, which was 
launched last July, and other ships were 
gaily bedecked with flags and bunting, while 
flags innumerable and other decorations were 
stretched from stem to stern of the Indiana, 

The arrival ofthe Presidential party was 
the signal for loud and continued cheering. 
The 1 came from Washington on a 
special train over the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad. Among the visitors were Secre- 
tary ot the Navy Tracy, Postmaster General 
Wanamaker, Attorney General Miller and his 
daughter, Miss Jessie, Senators Voorhees and 


Turpie of Indiana, in honor of whose State 


the vessel is named, and others. The Presi- 
dentandthe other gentlemen of the party 
acknowledged the complimentary cheer by 
smiling and raising their hats. 

The guests were received in the office of 
the company by Charles Cramp, President of 
the company; Henry W. Cramp, Treasurer, 
and other officials. The line was then 
formed andthe christening party then pro- 
ceeded tothe battle ship and took positions 
on a raised platform atthe bow. The noise 
of 500 workmen making the final - prepara- 
tions reverberated between the sides of the 
Indiana andthe ship Massachusetts on the 
south and Cruiser No. 13 (the Minneapolis) on 
the north for a quarter of an hour, and then 
the order was given to ‘‘saw the ways.

Whistles shrieked, bells rang and people 
cheered and waived handkerchiefs and flags. 
The demonstration continued until the ship 
reached mid stream, where anchors were 
dropped. Later the anchors were raised,and 
the vessel was towed to the ship yard. 

The Indiana is the eighth war ship that 
the Cramps have launched and is the largest 
ever sent from their ways. Upto this time 
the New York, withatonnage of 8,000, was 
the largest. “he Indiana, the most formid- 
able of the vessels built or bullding for the 
new American navy, isa war shipof which 
any nation might be proud and is a triumph 
for American ship designers, ship- builders, 
and, itis hoped, of American marine engine 
building. So far as her engines are con- 
cerned their power and efficacy will have to 
be ascertained, but the contract calls for 
high power and good speed. 

The keel of the Indiana was laid on May 7, 

1891, she being the first of the three vessels 
authorized by the act of Congress approved 
June 30, 1890. The principal dimensions are: 
Length on load line, 348 feet; extreme beam, 
68 feet s inches, draught on level keel, 23 feet. 
The vessel's displacement be 10, 
288 tons. She of 
Steel and has a bottom 
for a distance of 196 feet, covering the ma- 
chinery and magazine spaces. Thus ail the 
vital portions are a ply protected, and 
every feature is provided to enable her to 
cope successfully with vessels of the heaviest 
armor and armament.

The four 13-inch and the eight 6‘inch guns 
are mounted in pairs within six turrets, two 
of which are erected on the main deck, the 
former containing the larger and the latter 
the smaller guns.

BANK WRECKERS AND EMBEZZLERS SEE 
JAIL DOORS OPEN. 
* 


The Prospective Release of Harper Re- 
calls a Long List of Giit-Edge Crooks 
Who Are Benefic’aries of Mr. Harri- 
son’s FPardoning Fower—Some of the 
Men and Their Crimes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—The prospect- 
ive release of ex-Banker Edward J. Harper 
from the penitentiary through a pardon by 
President Harrison calls attention to the long 
list of gilt-edged robbers who have been ben- 
eficia ries of the pardoning power during Mr. 
Harrisons administration. Harper, as Pres- 
ident of the Fidelity National Bank of in- 
cinnati, used the money of the bank to carry 
on a reckless wheat deal in the Chicago mar- 
ket until the bank went down with claims 
amounting to $4,302,397 proved against it. He 
was convicted of a violation: of the Federal 
banking laws and sentenced Dec. 12, 1887, to 
ten years in the Ohio penitentiary at Colum- 
bus. This sentence would expire in April, 
1894. The commutation granted him by Pres- 
ident Harrison makes it expire May 1, 1893, 
and is granted because the prisoner is said to 
de dangerously ill. Harper’s crime brought 
penury and want to many households and 
shock all Ohio. 

Sixteen other bank wreckers or embezzlers 
have been pardoned or have had their sen- 
tences commuted by President Harrison. 

One of these was added tothe number on 
last Wednesday, when the President reduced 
from seven years to five years the sentence 
imposed Sept. 25, 1890, on George P. Whitney, 
a bookkeeper in the Albany City National 
Bank of New York, convicted of making false 
entries and of embezzling. 

Mere are the others who have benefited by 
the exercise of the pardoning power of the 
Président: Frederick F. Bickel of Minnesota, 
James M. Meech of Connecticut, William 
Herbst of Pennsylvania, Isaac A. Stanley of 
Ohio, B. H. Jones of Kansas, Fitch E. Ste- 
vens of Michigan, John M. McKee of Ohio, 
R. T. K. Bain of Virginia, Edward W. Donne 
of California, Joseph Knight of Pennsyl- 
vania, L. W. Buskey of Virginia, Isaac 
Rodgers of Pennsylvania, Emmet V. Rhoades 
of Ohio, Gen. Peter J. Claassen and James A. 
Simmons of New York. 

Of this notorious company Claassen and 
Simmons are known most widely, for their 
operations were the most gigantic, daring 
and novel. Three banks were their prey. 
These two men are but recent objects of 
Executive clemency. President Harrison,on 
Feb. 14, granted Claassen acommutation of 
two years on his six yearss’ sentence and 
pardoned Simmons outright on Nov. 21, 1892. 
About the same time Gov. Flover paraoned 
the third member of this band of conspirtors, 
George H. Pell. 

Simmons was the head of the bankwreck- 
ers. Their method of work is colloquially 
known as check-killing, and by it they got 
control of the Equitable and Lenox Hill State 
Banks andthe Sixth National Bank of New 
York City and looted the strong boxes of se- 
curities. The crash came when the Bank 
Examiner took control of the Sixth National 


Bank in January, 1890, and the syndicate of 
wreckers fell withthe banks which they had 
plundered. The deficit of the Sixth National 
Bank amounted to $622,000. ä 

Some time before the operation of the syn- 
dicate began Simmons was a successful canal 
contractor. Hefirst became Known as the 
head ofthe North American Dredging Co., 
and organized other companies for canal 
construction. One ofthese was formed to 
build the Pontchartrain Canal, near New 
Orleans tosave by a ten-mile waterway a 
distance of 120 miles in navigation between 
the Mississippiand the Gulf. Gen. Peter J. 
Claassen was ae ofthe company. 

Simmons and Claassen next negottated for 
contracts amounting to 510, 000, 000 in the great 
Nicaragua Canal scheme. Bothof the en- 
terprises required much more capital than 
they could raise, and furnished the motive for 
the crime which followed. They first secured 
control of the Equitable Bank, the capital of 
which was largely on paper, and then reached 
out for the Lenox Hill Bank. By means of 
kite checks’’ and other expedients known 
to reckless financiers they manipulated the 
aT of these banks to their own satisfac- 

on. 

A national bank was necessary tothe suc- 
cess of the canal enterprises, and Simmons 
bought the Sixth National Bank from Pres!- 
dent Leland, its chief owner, paying for it 
much more than it was worth. Simmons did 
not have the money to do this, but ‘‘kite- 
checks’’ on the other banks represented cash 
until Simmons elected himself Pressdent and 
got all the gilt-edged securities of the Sixth 
National, with which he made good the 
checks he had given. There were several 
others interested in the juggling, and the 
syndicate became careless, as wellasreck- 
less. The crash followed. 

The canal schemes and other financial en- 
terprises of the conspirators dissolved, Siin- 
mons was arrested and convicted. Gen. 
Claassen, his associate, shared the same fate. 
Each was sentenced to six years’ imprison- 
ment. Claassen was sentenced March 18, 
1891, to the Erte penitentiary. 

George H; Pell was sentenced to seven and 
a half years in Sing Sing prison. Pell was 
convicted ina State court for stealing the 
bonds of the Lenox Hill Bank, which was not 
a national bank. The other men who figured 
in the wrecking band escaped punishment, 

James M. Meechis considered one of the 
leading and most respected citizens of Nor- 
wich, Conn. Nine yearsagohe was promi- 
nent in social affairs and was the trusted 
cashier of the Merchants’ National Bank of 
that — 7 On Jan. 18, 1885, the State was 
shocked by the announcement that Meech 
and Assistant Cashier Charles Webb had 
robbed the bank of nearly $150,000. At the 
same time it was discovered that Cashier 
William Roath of the Shetucket Bank was 
also an em zler. Webb was also Treasurer 
of the City of Norwich, and used the public 
funds for his own use. 

An investigation showed that the defalca- 
tions of the merchants’ Bank had extended 
overa period of ten years, although the 
greater part of the money had been stolen in 
the. two years previous to the discovery, 
during the time when stocks took a tumble, 
soon after the assassination of President 
Garfield. The entire $150,090 was lost in Wall 
street speculation. 

In asking for sentences District-Attorney 
Stanton called the Court’s attention to the 
fact that not one national bank defaulter 
convicted inten years had served out half 
his sentence. The three men began their 
— life on Feb. 27, 1885. Meech was par-

In 1883 he was arrested for the embezzlement 
of about $100,000 ef the bank’s funds, which 
he had lost in wheat speculation. He was 
indicted at once, but the case hung fire in the 
courts for nearly four years, when he was 
finally sentenced to serve six years in the 
penitentiary. He had served out two years 
of that sentence when, On Dec. 16, 1889, Pres- 
ident Harrison commuted it to two years and 
six months.

The Secre- 
tary also reported that there had been paid 
by the Grand Lodge TT death benefits 
amounting in all to $166,500, of which only 
$17,334 had been paid in the shape of insur- 
ance dues by the members deceased. The 
Supreme Council report showed that over 
$23 000,000 in benefits had been paid by the 
order since its origin. The session to-day 
was short, as the Council did not come to 
order until some time after the appointed 
time. Theimportant question to come up 
during the session is the reductionof the 
percapita tax on members forthe main- 
tenance of the Grand Council. To-morrow 
the election of officers to serve for two years 
will be held.

A PIOUS PROPOSAL. 


Col. Elliott F. Shepard has made an- 
other contribution to the gaiety of nations 
by proposing a reform in the calendar 
which, he thinks, needs a renovation as 
much as in the days of Julius Cesar. This, 
however, is to be confined to the daily 
nomenclature so that the weeks shall no 
longer perpetuate the remembrance and 
power of heathen deities, which are devils, 
but shall be made to spread the knowledge 
and influence of the true religion of God.’’ 

Sunday he proposes to make Sonday, 
because Our Lord said, ‘for the Son of 
man is Lord also of the Sabbath.’’ The 
Sabbath is part of his heritage and there- 
fore really is the Son’s day.’ He says 
that tocall it Sunday is to go back to the 
days of the sun worshippers and this gives 
him a chance to get ina fling at the 
‘¢Romanists’? whom he so much fears. 
The nations which worshipped the sug, 
he says, did not bow down before images 
and. in this they are far ahead of Roman- 
ists, Greeks and Armenians who worship 
images, pictures and saints. He thinks 
that ‘‘morally the change from sun to Son 
is the change from heathenism to Chris- 
tianity.“ 

The names of the other days are suscept- 
ible of still more meaning changes. It 
might, says the moral Colonel, en- 
courage legitimate marriage, and God's 
beneficent institution of the family, if 
Tuesday were to be called Twosday, and 
if Wednesday were to be called Weddings- 
day.’’ Asastarter, however, he does not 
insist upon them, He only throws 
them out as suggestions for other moral 
and thoughtful people. 

But he is immovable about Sonday. The 
Mail and Express will hereafter be guided 
by the new spelling.

IBSEN’S LATEST 


—— 


MESSAGE. 


Henrik Ibsen has given his admirers the 
task of extracting the meaning from an- 
other play, the first synopsis of which 
was presented to the American public by 
the SUNDAY Post-DispaTtoH. The task 
may be pleasant, but it will certainly be 
laborious, and one that will bring a vast 
diversity of results. The latest message 
of the Norwegian sage is largely written 
in cypher, and needs interpretation. His 
tendency to mysticism and symbolism is 
given more noticeable scope in this than 
perhaps any of his previous works. 

„The Master Builder“ exploits a large 
measure of Ibsen’s marvelous skill of 
construction and his deftness in suggest- 
ing subtle meanings and points of charac- 
ter and of developing weird and impressive 
effects, but it lacks the clarity and di- 
rectness of treatment, which mark such 
powerful dramas as The Pillars of So- 
elety, The Enemy of Society, 
Ghosts“ and even The Doll House.“ 
In these plays the keen knife of analysis 
cuts straight to the quick of social cancers 
and lays bare their repulsive rottenness 
with startling vividness. 

This directness of purpose and clearness 
of meaning are not to be found in the new 
play. It deals with symbols and mystical 
elements. Its use of thought transference, 
the laws and limits of which are so vague 
as yet, gives it a touch of the supernatural. 
It is, however, full of suggestions which 
open inviting vistas of speculation, 

It is easy to find an interpretation of 
Master Builder Solness, who bends all 
wills to his own, crushes all rivalry and 
living in terror of menacing youth and 
retribution, dies through an attempt 
to accomplish the impossible. He may 
be taken as the embodiment of 
selfish ambition, whose interfbity of 
will and purpose in driving to its ends 
makes all forces, good and bad, its min- 
isters, In Hilda, the girl who gets con- 
trol of his will and prompts him to try the 
impossible, one may find the spirit that 
drives vaulting ambition to its fall. A 
jab at unfruitful narrowsness may be de- 
tected in the devotion of the Master Build- 
er’s wife toa petty sense of duty and a 
warning against defiance of higher power 
and law in his fatal folly. But the work 
in the main is opaque and must be re- 
garded rather asa mystic dramatic poem 
than a telling drama. 

If Ibsen had net written so much truth 
and had not so, much true art and pro-

AIDING TYRANNY. 
The full significance of the elause of the 


‘Russian treaty relating to the extradition 
of refugees charged with attempts upon 


the life of the Czar was made clear by the 
exposition in the SuNDAY Post-DisPaToH 
of the Russian law on the subject. Under 
thislaw the crime is given the widest 
scope and may readily be made to include 
participation in any political movement 
looking to the overthrow of the COzar’s 
government. Within the purview of this 
remarkable law the crime of attempting 
the life of the Czar is regarded as accom- 
plished by the slightest preparation, join- 
ing a secret society or conspiracy or merely 
urging others or expressing an intention 


o plot against the Czar. 


It this extradition agreement is kept in 
good faith the right of asylum in this 
country will be denied to every political 
refugee from Russia and to every Russian 
citizen who has dared to lift his voice 
against the Czar's oppression. The United 
States will lend its power to acruel tyranny 
by an agreement abhorrent to civilized 
sentiment and violative of the recognized 
principles of international law. 

In the light of the revelation of the real 
meaning of the extradition clause, and of 
the intent of the Russian Government, we 
cannot believe it possible that the Presi- 
dent and Senate realized what they were 
doing in confirming the treaty. The wiles 
of unscrupulous Russian diplomacy duped 
them into an act contrary to the senti- 
ments and principles of the American peo- 
ple. The blunder should be rectified at 
the earliest opportunity. 

— — — — 
CARTER HARRISON has once more demon- 


strated his capacity as an anticipator and 
leader of public opinion in Chicago by 
sweeping the primaries as a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for Mayor. 
This is the sixth time he has overcome 
what his opponents claimed as the oppos- 
ition of all the respectable element of so- 
ciety. In all of his previous campaigns he 
has had all the newspapersin the city ar- 
raigned against hin: and in this one all but 
the one he now owns. He has won as 
other so-called demagogues win by an 
abundance of political sense and a wide 
Democratic sympathy which is a real 
virtue, and which is appreciated by the 
masses. If members of the better 
classes’’ would try to understand the 
popular heart, or would devotea small 
part of their mind to political influences, 
city governments would not fall into hands 
which are so often corrupt.

It 
calis attention toa menace to the clear 
rights of States under the constitution and 
to consequences which must follow the 
continued encroachment upon them by 
the federal judiciary. Happily there is 
abundant evidence that the wisdom of the 
Governor’s protest and the soundness of 
his reasoning are recognized by men of all 
parties. It is not a partisan question, but 
one that lies close te the heart of every 


citizen who wants our republican institu- 


tions preserved in their purity and

The Objects of Its Promoters Roundly 
. Denounced in the House. 


HOW THE sr. LOUIS DELEGATION STOOD 
ON THE ROLL-CALL. 


The Lobby Was Active, but Not Effect- 
ive—Reason: Urged by Members for 
Their Opposition to the Measure— 
Fallure of the Amendments to the 
Bradley Dramshop Bill—Allowance to 
St. Louis for Her Insane. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 28.—Senator 
Stone's street improvement bill was the 
special order in the House this morning and 
its consideration was attended by the livell- 
est debate since this session began. This 18 
the celebrated Senate bill No, 9, which was 
introduced by Stone for the purpose 
of setting aside the 2 per cent 
Umitation clause of the city charter, thereby 
throwing all the costs of street improve- 
ments on the abutting property. In the 
shape the bill passed the Senate its secona 
section, in the opinion of many constitu- 
tional lawyers, relieved the street railroad 
com panies of St. Louis of their 
chartered obligation to; bay the 
cast of construction, reconstruction and re- 
pairs of the space they occupy between their 
rails and eighteen inches outside in the 
public streets. 

When this matter was at first called to the 
attention of Senator Stone he said the claim 
was ridiculous; that the section would not 


thrust upon the . property- owners 
the costs assumed by the street 
railroad corporations when they accepted 
their charters, yet this morning he was sup- 
porting an amendment to make the section 
in question clear on the subject. 

Drabelle, Bond and Tatum of St. Louis, Dav- 
idson of Marian and Moore of Laciede made 
lengthy arguments for the bill. Moore said 
he understood a majority of the St. Louis 
members favored the bill and Ameling re- 
torted that if they did they did not repre- 
sent their constituents. Moore then angrily 
retorted: ‘Why does St. Louls send up such 
fellows then?’’ 

After the nounced the

TRIED BY THE STEWARDS. 


Evidence Heard in the Carradins- Heltzell 
Church Row. 


The turmoil, produced in the First M. E. 
Church South, Glasgow avenue and Dayton 
street, by Sunday evening’s passage at arms 
between Bro. D. S. Heltzeil and Mr. W. 
Reed Carradine, the son of the pastor, Rev. 
Dr. Beverly Carradine, has sub- 
sided. The Board of Stewards 


met last evening, heard both sides of the 
story, and prevaliied on Mr. Heltzell to with- 
draw the criminal proceedings which he in- 
stitutec yesterday against young Mr. Carra- 
dine. But the board was actuated by a 
desire to smother the scandal which 
had already begun to flare and not by a wish 
to palliate the occurrence.
